OTI1KR BUILDINGS' SAVED. 


-..•*Wh»n the fire department arrived on 
'(.he i.ijene tho fire had gained entrance 
into the large foundry to'the south and 
thfi roof of thnt structure was aflame. 
Attention was at once given to 
that 


building with the result that only the 
Texas frame roof was destroyed, leaving 
its contents practically' undamn'gcd ex- 
cept for the tons of water which were 
poured upon it. 
The., fire was shut off 


from the fire room and engine'room' us 
well us the office building and other 
' structures to the east, saving^valuable 


property.

ALARM SENT IN LATE. 


The fire was discovered by the watch- 


jnnn of the plant' at 10:30 o'clock and 
for fifteen inir.uter, he and other men- 
fought the (lames in tlio machine shop 
with the private hose of the company. 
When it gained headway an alarm wan 
pent io the city deportment which re- 
sponded with hose companies No. 1 and 
No. 3 and the hook and ladder company. 
The No. 1 company fought .the flames 
from the enst side and saved the.balance 
of the structure on .Hint side from de- 
struction. The attention nf.thn No. 3 
company was paid to th'e foundry which 
was ablaze on the roof. The water pres- 
sure, which is but natural at that great 
distance from the pumping {staUon, was 
not of the best and it; was 
with 
the 


greatest difficulty and hard work that 
the flnmes were .gotten under control, j 
the. firemen being-compelled to mount 
the roof in some instances. 


HOSE BURNS.AND BREAKS. 


The fire WHS one of the hottest in the 


history of the city and thcjJarge num- 
ber of spectators were unable to get 
within fifty feet of the burning build- 
ings. The flames burned three sections 
of hose, causing thwn to break1 nnd han- 
dicapping the firemen in their workt At 
the north end of the plant a pipe emit- 
ted a large amount of p;as wheh burned 
fiercely and was fanned by 
the 
high 


wind which threatened the destruction 
of the entire plant'and many of the farm 
residences in the vicinity, sparks in some 
instances sotting fire to the grass in 
several places a considerable 
distance 


from the factory.

REAL CAUSE UNKNOWN. 


The real cause ot tho ^ve ca'nnot be. 


definitely assigned by the official? of the 
company. It originated .in the machine 
shop at the extreme north end of the 
plant and it is believed "that oily rags 
or wnste was responsible, spontaneous 
combustion resulting. 'Another probable 
cause is defective electric wiring.' While 
the loss is the heaviest on the company- 
tho men employed in the 'factory lost 
considerable, many of thorn having a». 
much as $150 invested'in.tofts whick 
were destroyed in the 'machine shop, 
Few of the men had their tools insur- 
ed and will have to stand (he loss. 


TO REBUILD AT 0>vCE. 


W. S. tfitclwU, Bscictftr^-fressurer of, ! 


the company, stated yesterday that the 
plant would be rebuilt as soon as the in- 
surance loss could be adjusted. The roof 
of the foundry can be repaired in a few 
days so that .operation's in that depart- 
ment cnn be'resumed almost immediate- 
ly. Other rooms in the plant will be 
equipped with machines a'foncc so that 
finishing of cast skeins ean be resumed 
within a .week or ten days. The com- 
pany has a large number of orders for 
their goods and it is expected thnt these 
can be taken-bare of within a week, tho 
urgent needs of its pntrons at least be- 
ing cured for within that time.

Didn't Need Any Stimulants 


After Eescue From 'Fifteen 


Days Entombment. 


Dashed Into Side of the Coach 


Throwing Out Three Occu- 


pants of the Carriage.

INJURED AT COELISS 


Suffered Slight Concussion of Brain 


and FraetnreU Right Arm-Was 


on His Way to Attend Rela- 


tive's Funeral.

weeks before he lier-rd any Bound after 
he was first imprisoned. 'According to 
my calculation it is now about Feb. 3, 
I counted the days and made out I was 
imprisoned jnst fifty-three days.

. THREE IN COLLISION. 


"W. M. Smith of Sheldon, la., the in- 
jure'd reran, Newton Smith of Hancock; 
Minn., and Charles' Smith, formerly of 
ShVldon, but now residing at 
Union 


Grove, were the occupants of a wagon 
with which the train collided, the man in 
the hospital being the only one injured. 
The other two, while being thrown out 
against the train were not injured in the

CAME TO ATTEND FUNERAL. 
_ 


. ,,.Mr. Smith, the injured ' man, arrived 
from the south shortly after noon yes-, 
terday and waited at Corliss for a team 
to drive him to Union Grove where he 
was to attend the funeral ,of Benjamin 
Smith who died at that placa on Friday. 
The next train from the north brought 
Newton Smith from Hancock, Minn.,.who 
also come to attend the funeral. The 
two men met at the station and at 1:30 
o'e'Jobk Charles Smith came, from Union 
Grove .ftp. drive them to that' village. The 
three ..'men started from th<j. station and 
were o'u the oast side of, tjie.,tracks on 
the'B'tirns1 road when a. fa^jj passenger', 
train from the .south",ciime,thundering, 
along.' They did not nol.ice'tlio train un- 
til it was nearly 200 feet from the cross- 
ing. The team they were driving.was 
quite spirited and when the'y'were pulled 
•.UgTto -allow the train to pnss were mi-. 
'willing to obejr. The locomotive and t\vo 
of the coaches had passed the rond cross- 
ing wheii the team started ahead and 
crashed directly into the side of the third 
coach, throwing out all of the occupants. 


THROWN IN A HEAP. 


Two of the occupants of the wsgon 


grasped the lines, but 
they 
could not 


bring the horses to a stop. When the 
crash came the horses were thrown down 
and turned to the north by the momen- 
tum of the train. They immediately re- 
gained their feet and ran north, the wag- 
on being smashed into bits. All three of 
.the men landed squarely against 
the 


third coach of the train and when New- 
ton Smith got v.p he immediately went 
to the assistance of W. M. Smith who 
WHS Iving on the road close to the tracks,, 
Charles Smith was also uninjured, and 
he, too, assisted in removing the injure.d, 
man from 
his 
position. W. M. Smith-, 


was unconscious and Dr. Valentine: im-. 
mediately called to attend him. A s'pqc,-. 
ial train consisting of an engine and.-a. 
caboose, was made up and the injured' 
man brought to St. Mary's hospital. 


EXTENT OF THE INJURIES. 


Dr, Taylor was called into the case 


when the train arrived here and a hasty 
examination at the hospital by the two 
physicians 
revealed the fact that 
the 


man had suffered a fractured right.arm, 
the break being above the elbow, a se- 
vere cut oil the head and internal injur- 
ies. The right "hand was badly cut and 
it is b'elieved came into contact with the 
wheels of the train. The patient remain- 
ed uncortscious all night and it was fear- 
ed that death would result. This morn- 
ing he partially regained consciousness 
and hopes are entertained for his recov- 
ery.. 


RELATIVES'OF DECEASED.

PARIS, Dec. 2J.—A midwife living in 


the Vivi Eune quarter has been arrested 
on the charge of the systematic murder 
of new born.infants. 
The attention'Of 


the police was attracted by the fact that 
no deaths of children were reported from 
the establishment, and nn investigation 
resulted in the discovery that the mid- 
wife with the complicity of a servant 
had cut up and- burned up -tho bodies 
of the children, in. a big stove in the din- 
ing room of the midwife's residence. The 
'evidence obtained- indicates that 120 
children were murdered by the two wom- 
en.

SUCCESS IN KENOSHA 


Ten Tboiigahd Dollar* on 0and And the 


Bonded Indebtedn«» Ha» Boen

Racine advocates of municipal owner- 


ship will find much that is gratifying in 
the report of the Keuosha waterworks 
system operated and controlled by the 
c'itv. Th'e profit to the city as shown in 
the" report is $26,311.04. 


The total receipts of tha company from 


all sources during the year were $39,585.- 
50, while the amount received' from the 
citv in the way of hydrant rentals .was 
$13.267.40, making the total amount re- 
ceived a little over $52,000. The expenses 
of the plant for the year we're $17.212.36. 
Added to this the interest on bonded in- 
debtedness was $4,600, and tho interest 
on indebtedness for improvements and 
extensions $4.720.50. During the year 
the company has retired $5,000 worth of 
the bonds outstanding, leaving the total 
amount to be paid $87,000. The cxten- 
siohs made during -the year cost 
the 


company $11,887.31. 


The company, it will be remembered, 


was purchased by the city in 1895, and 
at that time the bonded indebtedness 
was $137,000. The .company has proved 
a success from the start, and in the elev-' 
en years $59,000 ha? been paid of 
the 


bonded indebtedness. 
-Within 
another 


decade the entire bonded . indebtedness 
of the company'will be paid off. In the 
ten years thousands of dollars have been 
jpent in improvements, and the cost of 
the service to.the people of the city has 
been reduced until at the present time 
the.'water is being supplied at the low 
price of 12 cents per 1,000 gallons. This 
is a cheaper rate than prevails in any 
other city on the north.shore. 


The profits'to the city do not appear 


is large a» they should, as it should be 
•emcmbered in figuring these profits that 
the city buildings -and the city .school 
buildings .arc furnished water without 
any charge. Should this water be met- 
ered-tp the city a.t the regular rate there 
would be'a 'bill'of $2^500 for the city-to 
pay to the company. This $2,600 should 
be added as a part "of the i>rofits to the

Too much emphasis oannot 
be laid on the desirability of some lepis- 
atlve action which would prevent such 
disasters to savings depositors as often 
result from failures of commercial banks 
which conduct savings departments'.

It is a per- 
quisite so old that it almost ranks with 
the prerogative of the Gorman emperor 
to wear his mustache at an angle of 
ninety degrees. 
The Declaration of 


Independence soems to have overlook- 
ed tha matter of free seeds to con- 
gressional constituents, and there ap- 
pears to be nothing in the constitution 
of the United States that requires free 
seed distribution, but both congressmen 
and constituents have held this to bo 
one of the inalienable rights of man- 
kind slnco the establishment of tho 
practice. 
Any attempt to do away 


with the sacred privilege is considered 
little less than treason. The country 
trios for free seeds, and the congress- 
man responds nobly to the cry. Who 
shall dare arise to rob us of this time 
honored right? 
For some years there has been a fee- 


ble ca'ort upon the part of a congress- 
man here and there to yank his neck 
out from, under the galling yoke of the 
seed sending tyranny, but to no avail.

The pits were usually burned in 'late

A sandy location-a 


convenient distance from the house was 
selected.

ieneth of time, the outside was cooled off 
by shutting the draught. It is interest- 
ing to note that the fire penetrated to 
all parts. A portion of the covering was 
then removed and the coal raked out 
until (ire was reached, when the opened 
place was recovered. As little covering 
was removed as possible at one time, ,so 
that the fire in the center, would not get 
draught. As the pile gradually cooled, 
ridge after ridge of coul was raked out 
in this way. Water had to be always on 
hand when raking out, in order tlmt any 
conls that might appear could be immed- 
iately extinguished. As burning cnar- 
coal docs not smoke, a bushel of the 
coal would sometimes be 
burned 
to 


ashes before the lire was discovered.
